New York, September 30—It was evide 
Wneaky feeling prevailed to-day among

concerning the matter, Ladge Robertson said: “I 
have neither sentin ny algoeeion nor have | con- 
sidered the matter at/all. It may seem strange to 
you, in the midst of fil the rumors, but yet it is a 
fact that such a thought has not seriously occupied 
my mind.’’ 

To thatextent only would the collector commit 
himself positively, but he conveyed the impression 
by his frank, easy ‘and pleasant manner that he 
would continue in the discharge of his duties just 
asifno chance had occurred until his services 
would be dispensed with by superior authority. 
As the reporter was aboutto take his departure, 
one of thegeutiemen who had been waiting to talk

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THE STAR ROUTE FRAUDS. 
The President Proposes to Follow the Thieves to 
Their Dena. 

WASHINGTON, September 20—Solomon Star, whom 
President Arthur removed postinaster at 
Deadwood, D T, has written a confession, declaring 
that for several years past he has continuously made 
out false certificates the star route service on 
star route 25,156, between Sidney and Deadwood,of 
which Gilmer, Saulsbury & Co, are Contractors. 
Star's confession exposes the raseality of the star 
route ring in the northwest, and a copy is in the 
hands of the postoffice department here. 

The starroute Fiwg is demoralized.

James and 
MacVeagh approved the action of Bliss, and these 
indictments will be immediately pluced in District 
Attorney Corkhill’s hands, for presentation to the 
James, MacVeagh and other ofticials 
engaged in this prosecution, have no confidence 
District Attorney Corkhill, and they 
secret of this fact. They do 
not charge that Corkhill has been in- 
fluenced by any money considerations to 
favor the star route ring, but they believe that social 
and personal relations, to say the least, will in- 
fluence him. All the officials concerned in the 
prosecution maintain that Corkhill has obstructed

This is why Bliss drew up the papers, 
and although Bliss has some pressing business in 
New York, he has fermnined here at the re- 
quest of the ‘postmaster generml and  at- 
torney general te watch the presentment of these 
cases. itis the intention of the prosecution to ask 
that the grand jury take hold ef their cuses imme- 
diately upon Monday, but as Corkhill insists upon 
presenting Guiteau’s case first, that will take pre- 
cedence, Several of the persons implicated have 
confessed and given away the operations of the ring. 
The pep and determined stand of President 
Arthur in favor of a vigorous and rigorous prosecu- 
tion, demoralized and dismayed the ring. The lead- 
ers had kept the weak ones of the crowd silent by 
assuring them that if Arthur became presi- 
dent the whole matter should be immediately 
quashed. As soon asit was proper after the death 
of President Garfield, Postmaster-General James 
and Attorney-General MacVeagh had an interview 
with the president about the starroute matter. The 
president had already declined for the time being 
toaccept the resignations of the cabinet, and had 
requested them to continue in the discharge of 
their duties, just as they would have done had Pres- 
ident Garfield survived. 

President Arthur assured James and MacVeagh 
that there must be no mistake as to his purpose to- 
wards all persons who had been guilty of fraud to- 
wards the government; thatif there had beena 
stur route ring, and the government had been de- 
frauded, he wanted the guilty parties punished. 
Postinaster-General James informed the president 
that he was satisfied of the frauds, and if he was to 
remain temporarily at the head of the post-oflice de- 
partinent he would insist on having supportand as- 
sistance in the exposure of wrong doing, to which 
he feltentitied; that the president knew he did not 
desire to embarrass him for one moment by _ re- 
maining in his cabinet any longer than the presi- 
dent preferred, but so long as he maintained his 
position he was determined to perform the duties of 
his place in the interest of the people. President 
Arthur assured General James that his earnest de- 
sire was for him to remain where he was, and con- 
duct the defartment as he had done since he took 
charge of it, adding that the whole country had ap- 
paren his (James’s) administration. It was not 
oug ultil the star-route ring asceQained that Presi- 
dent Arthur could not be deceived into givlng them 
any countenance, and this seemed to be their 
last hope. Oneof the highest officials of the post- 
office department informed the — associated 
press agent, to-day, thatin the past thirty-six hours 
several persons connected with the ring had surren- 
dered and turned state’s evidence. This official 
said he was not at liberty yet to give the names 
of these persons, as their testimony will be used be- 
fore the grand jury, but it is pretty well understood 
that Walsh, formerly of New Orleans, who brought 
a few months ago several suits against Brady for the 
recovery of money, is one of them.

Pittspure, September 30.—Colonel Rockwell, 
Major Swaim, and Major Clapp, friends of the late 
President Garfield, arrived in the city from Cleve- 
land last night, and, missing connection, remained 
over until this morning, when they continned 
their journey to Washington. In epurse of 
conversation with a reyorter of the press 
Major Swaim said: ‘We accompanied Mrs Gar- 
field, Grandma Garfield, the children, and Private 
Secretary Stanley Brown, tothe old homestead at 
Mentor, Tuesday.’’ 

We were met at the depot by Rudolph and Mrs. 
Garfield’s relatives, and were accompanied quietly 
to the homestead. When we came in sight of the 
old familiar spot, Mrs Garfield was quite overcome 
fora moment, but soon recovered her composure 
and entered the desolate home. General Garfield’s 
study remains just as he left it, and one of the sor- 
rowing widow's first steps was to goin the room 
where she had spent many happy hours. She is 
gradually recovering from the effects of the blow. 

Reporter—Has she made any plans as yet for the 
future? 

Major Swaim— Mrs Garfield said it was too early 
to indicate where she will reside, but I think she 
will spend her winter with her relatives in Cleve- 
land, where she will be near her husband’s reinains, 
and part of the time in Williamstown, Mass, where 
she will be near her eldest boys, Harry and Jimmy, 
while they are in attendance at Williams college. 

Keporter—When will the boys go back to college? 

Major Swaim—They will leave for Williams col- 
lege Friday next or Saturday morning of this week. 
Grandma Guartield, in the futmre, will make her 
home with Mrs Garfield. Whither the bereaved 
wife goes, the sorrowing mother will go.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Something About the Uneceupled President!al Man- 


sion. 
Philadel phia ledger. 

The new president does not go to the white house. 
That is natural and respectful so long as I’resident 
Gartield’s body remains in Washington. But nei- 
ther did the family of its late oecupant return to it. 
One mourning member of it only, went there on 
an indispensable errand, They never went to sce 
it neuin. The dead Was not carried there and 
the living shun it. There is no house in all 
the country so stripped and empty as the white 
house seems to-day. The belongings of its few 
mouths’ occupants are packed and ready to go. The 
new president has no household waiting to move in. 
He is «a guest at the house of afriend, and the least 
desirable residence in all the capital is the deserted 
ebecutive mansion. No appraisement could be 
put upon it, and the last place in Washing- 
ton that anybody longs for is this house, with its 
faded trappings, atmosphere of death, and the des- 
olution that has wettled down upon its grounds, 
Strange turing of time that has brought this state 
of things to the home of state. The white house, for 
more than half a eentary (with its predecessor mak- 
ing the best part of the century), bas been the.light- 
house the port of entry, by which politicians steered 
and school boys dreamed. It has duzzled with its lan- 
tern in the doorway many a career to wreck, If 
every ‘prentice boy might set it before his 
uinbition, Many a full-grown man and _ states- 
man has gone down in his career in full 
sight of it from setting his sailsin that wey. It has 
been the skeleton atits own feasts, whispering to its 
occu pants delusive promises oflonger stay, so that 
they have forgotten why and for what they cume 
there. Plans for renewing their lease it has whis- 
pered to them by the voices at night in its corridors, 
blending withschemes of government fora great 
pecple. Resolute was the head that could lie down 
and not heur, strong the will thatcould see the fed- 
eral dutiesclear among all these promptings and vis- 
ions. Promptings that could be heard from the hill to 
the white house inthe days when senators and re- 
presentatives compromised and debated in obe- 
dience to these—that could be heard far away in dis- 
tunt state capitals, impending the proper conduct 
of state affairs. What volumes could be written of 
who did not reach the white house, but 
who threw overboard their true careers and wreck- 
ed and sunk themselves in the vain hope of reach- 
ing this port. 

Yet much can be said for that stately house. It 
has been the home of pure domestic happiness, of 
clean-handéd men and statesmen of high merit. It 
has been the home of dignilied simplicity, as be- 


comes the chief magistrate of a republic—and every | 


citizen of the United States is free to come and goin 
the state apartments when these are open for public 
duys. The women of the white house, with not a 
solitary exception, have been good wives, and home 
happiness has been the furnishing they have car- 
ried there, 

But within sixteen years the white house has been 
twice vacated by assassination. .We do not think, 
ordinarily, of this crime of empires, coming here to 
bea danger; yet it has twice emptied the white

TREASURY TOPICS. 


Redeeming the Called Honda---Excess of Expeorta. 

WASHINGTON, September 30—Checks were yige- 
pared at the treasury yesterday for $16,405, and for 
$315,214 to-day for the redem ption of bonds included 
in the previous calls, and which have only just 
been presented at the treasury for redemption. 
There are in all above $12,000,000 of bonds still out- 
standing, which haye been called in, and upon 
which interest has ceased, Some of these bonds 
should hive been presented for redemption 


eleven years Ago. Provision has been 
made for the redemption ef all of them 
whenever presented at the treasury, but 
judging from the lapse of time since interest has 
been paid upon some of them, there are many bonds 
outstanding which the treasury will never be called 
upon to redeem. Itis estimated that about $6,000,- 
(00 of the extended sixes, included in the recent 
call for $20,000,000 are held by national banks to se- 
cure their circulation. As intereston these bonds 
will cease December 24, the banks must on or be- 
fore that date replace them with other bonds or re- 
duce their circulation. No intimation has yet been 
received at the treasury department that any bank 
contemplates a reduction of circulation, 

During August, the excess of the exports of mer- 
chandise was $5,804,124, and for the year ending 
August 31, $167,079,544, The exeess of imports of 
gold and silver coin and bullion for August, was 
M,796,109, and for the year, $79,459,431. The total 
value of the exports of merehandise for August was 
$67,497,140, and of imports, 361,693,016. e total 
value of exports for the twelve months ending 
August 31, was $894,695,274, and of the imports 9645, - 
163,661, The decrease in the value of imports from 
the preceding twelve months was $53,900,5h, and 
the increase of exports $30,451,215, 

The director of the mint purchased, to-day, 250,- 
000 ounces of silver bullion for Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. 

The internal revenne receipts for the month of 
September were $12,866.219.48, an increase of $1,787, - 
60.62 over the same month last year, The receipts for 
the quarter ending to-day were $37,461,352 47, an in

The Deplorablic End of a Beautiful and Accomplished

HE PAYS THE PENALTY OF HIS 
DAMNING CRIME,

A Spartanburg Wife-Murderer is Hung for the Mur- 
der of His Wife--The Story of a Wasted Life, 
the Accomplishment of His Brutal Crime, 
and the Vengeance of the Law. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

SPARTANBURG, 8S C, September 30.—The law- 
abiding, reconstructed county of Spartanburg re- 
cords, since the war, but two executions—the hang- 
ing of two white men for the killing of two negroes. 
Again, to-day, the usnal mixed humanity gathered 
in and around Jail street, curiously watching an, 
inclosure where Hicks was expiating, on a gallows, 
the murder of his wife. 

Berryman Whitner Hicks, 38 years of age, of me‘ 
dium size, dark bine eyes, black hair, cleanly cut 
features, closely cropped beard, wears a counte- 
nance, wanting in character and unlike that of the 
traditional murderer. . Born in the oh portion of 
this county, of respectable parentage, fatherless at 
ten, he worked as a poor boy near his home 
to aid in supporting his mother, A sober lad 
of seventeen, he sought work in an adjoining 
county of North Carolina; in whose mountain fast- 
nesses, moonshiners securely reveled. He became 
an illicit distiller, and to this, with attendant low 
associutions, he. solemly attributes his ruin and 
death. When twenty-three years old he married 
Adeline Feagans,#he daughter of a thrifty respecta- 
ble North Carolina farmer. For twelve months an 
unhappy life, jealousy and mean whisky meantime 
naturally bringing, first, cowardly cru elties, then a 
wife deserted. A divorce left him ignorant, disse- 
Inte, reckless and penniless; fluctuating between 
the open transgressor of law and the religious con- 
vert, 

In 1880 he married Mary Clement, daughter of a 
respectable, quiet farmer of this county. Beforea 
half year of happy life, Hicks became again the 
victim of the green-eyed monster; without cause, 
his neighbors insist, but jealous Hicks asserts he 
had “confirmations strong.’’ However, for five 
monthshe brooded over and steeped in liquor his 
real or fancied troubles, then came the old story— 
from suspicion to phrenzy, from craze to death, 

Hicks thus tells of the tragedy: For several 
months after suspecting my wife of infidelity, 1 
drank hard; but quit drinking for one week just 
béfore her death—living all the time in agony. On 
the fatal 9th of last May I saw things confirming my 
suspicions, which made me crazy and I coneluded 
to take my own life. So about 10:50 that night I 
took my gun and went.out to shoot myself. Some- 
thing told. me that my child, then very sick, would 
die. Then for the first time it oceurred te me, be- 
fore.shooting myself to eut my wife’s throat 
and let us all die. I went back to my house; and 
looking my wife in the face, said: ‘Mary, God will 
take our child as a judgment, and this night we 
must both die and putanm end to our troubles.”’ 
Mary ray out to the porch, I following with gun 
and razor. I slipped on the porch steps, and as I 
fellI caught hold of my wife, and my gun went off 
accidentally. Mary sank down, but I didn’t know 
she was shot; so with a razor I cut the 
throat of the only woman I eyer loved, I was mad- 
crazy from jealousy when I did whatI would give 
worlds to undo. My first thought after the deed 
was to run to mother’s house, for l knew mother 
would bury mey Iran one mile, all the way cut- 
ting and slaxhing at my throat, until I theught I 
was dying. Had I taken the advice of my good, 


wise, loving mother, 1 wouldnot be heré now, But | 


liquor, bad company, and disobedience, brought 
me tothis. I feel that I have made peace with an 
offended God, feel assured of pardon, and hope to 
mect my wife and all in heaven. 

Hicks was arrested while mangled and bleeding, 
and on his way to the county jail confessed that he 
killed his wife. Ile was ably defended on the plea 
of insanity, and after an impartial charge found 
guilty andsentenced to be hung this day. He said 
he had no complaint to make of his trial, the evi- 
dence or verdict. 


The execution, as the law directs, was private. 
The scaffold erected in front of the jail was carefully 
secluded on all sides. A stout cross-bar extending 
from the rock sill of an upper window, and resting 
ona sixteen foot beam, held the noose, and gave a 
sheer fall of eight feet. 

At the appointed time, dressed in the wedding 
suit he wore when married to his victim, he mount- 
ed the scafiold. ee 

Hicks requested that his execution take place at 
exactly the hour of the murder. While thousands 
watched the screened inclosure at 11 o’clock this

He struggled bravely for several days, the pulse 
tfli‘kering lower until it was almost impercepti- 
ble. Itwas rumored through the city yesterday at 
oue o'clock that he was dead, but he lingered until 
about nine o’clock, when his spirit passed away. 
The funeral will take place at the residence on Sun- 
day morning. 

‘The house was filled with sympathiziag friends 
day after day, and there were few men or women 
that could Jjook with dry eyes on the poor fatherf—a 
strong, prosperous man—sitting, dumbly by the 
bedside, watching every brexth thatthe boy drew, 
the tears streaming down hisiace.

The News of Young Lawton’'s Suicide--Social Matters 
in Griffin---A Fine Bale of Cotton---On the Rome 
Railroad---The Recent Killing of Young 
Nottingham in Douglas County. 


By Mail and Wire to The Constitution. 

Perry, September 26.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: In your issue of 23d inst. is a communi- 
cation from John M. James, purporting «to 
give the true account of the late tragedy in 
Douglas county, which does injustice to the 
memory of W. F. Nottingham, one of the ac- 
tors who lost his life therein. This injustice 
I hope was unintentional on the part of Mr. 
James, but as strong efforts are being made in 
Douglas county to blacken the memory of the 
late W. F. Nottingham, in order to shield his 
slayer from the punishment of his crime, 
this communication rendered necessary. 
W. F. Nottingham lived under no aliases, 
and was known to all who knew 
him at all, in Douglas, Paulding, Bibb, Hous- 
ton, Fulton, and other counties, by his true 
name, as the son of the late Dr. C. B. Notting- 
ham. of Macon. Ga., a gentleman of honor 
and character, and a physician of eminence. 
His trunk, marked Taylor, was a present 
from a cousin of that name, after the latter 
had used it. and one collar, out of a number 
in his trunk marked Johnson, was no doubt 
due to the carelessness of some former 
laundress..

Irrigation. 
St. Louis Republican. 

It is strange that the subject of artificial watering 
of farm and garden crops has not attracted atten- 
tion in Missouri before this. It isto be accounted 
for, perhaps, by the uniformly good sense that favor 
our farmers,and the rarity of such rainless sum- 
mers as the one just ended. Missouri is not only a 
well watered state, but hasan abundant average 
rainfall which makes corn-growing, the business 
most affected by drouth, an easy business. Butit 
has been proved by interesting experiments that 
the average yield of corn and grass on a farm may 
be largely increased by untisually abundant 
ruins at the times when the crops most 
need them, and this is the fact that 
might be turned to most profitable account in those 
regions where the conditions are favorable to irri- 
gation. There are five or six large rivers in the 
state from. which supplies of water for this purpose 
could be drawn; there are many perpetually-run- 
ning smallerstreams flowing nearly on a level with 
the adjacent ground; and in some quarters there are 
bold springs whose sites overlook the farms below 
them. In some cases nothing would be required 
but ditching to lead the water over the field or 
meadow to be irrigated, and these ditches, once 
properly lanned and judiciously dug, 
would last forever. In other cases power in the 
shape of windmills, or mills moved by horses, would 
be required to lift the water toa height from which 
it could tlow over the fields below. Of course artifi- 
cial watering would be attended by some expense, 
but where the conditions are favorable this expense 
would be amply compensated for in the doubled 
crop of corn or grass which one or two thorough 
waterings would insure, to say nothing of the in- 
creased value a judiciously arranged irrigating 
device would add to the farm. 


The Corner in Cotten in England. 
London letter to the New York World. 


The origin of this movement must be traced back 
to. the beginning of last May, when, through the 
great depression of trade, the price of cotton had 
fallen very low—that is to say, toabout sixpence a 
pound, Even, then, however, it was believed by 
many that the lowest point had not been reached, 
although other experienced judges of the market 
considered that supplies would pourin, that trade 
would revive, at least fora time, and consequently 
that prices would be much lower before they were 
higher. According to the statements which were 
made to me receutly when I was in Manches- 
ter, one large speculator—a sort of Euglish Jim 
Keene—came to the conclusion that it was 
a good time to buy rather than to seil. He had 
large amount of capital at his disposal, and he deter 
mined to goin fora “big haul."”” He bought up all 
the cotton he could, either in America or India, for 
delivery during August and September. The bears 
went to work with equal spiriton the other side? 
and sold heavily what they haa notgot. When Au- 
gust caumethe bears were called upon for delivery, 
andever since they have been obliged to furnish 
cotton atthe rates which the chief speculator §re- 
ferred to had chosen to fix. Throughout the latter 
wrt of August the price was about 74d per pound, 
rhe spinners took no partin this speculative trans 
action, but they find themselves severely punished 
by it. Most of them go on merely from hand to 
mouth, with no reserve supply to fall back upon, 
and when the pinch came they had no alternative 
but to pity the higher prices. As one of them com- 
plained at a meeting the other day, ‘‘he had te pay a 
farthing a pound more for cotton on Monday 
than he had paid on Friday, which, under the cir- 
cumstances, was perfectly iniquitous.’’ The spin- 
nerscume to the conclusion that they could break 
the corner by closing their mills, and this course 
they have taken, proposing for the present to limit 
the experiment toa single week. Cotton, like bread, 
isu thing which men must have, and the quantity 
required to feed the mills of the north every day is 
not less than 12,000 bales, The owners eannot af- 
ford to allow their mills to remain in idleness very 
long—even one week will try them severely.

the election of a presiding officer, his tenure, 
and his powers, which were brought out in a 
senate debate on the subject subsequent to the 
death of Vice-President Wilson. The opinion 
prevails with some persons that when the 
senate chooses a president pro tem, the 
tenure of the officer thus continues during 
the presidential term of four years, or for so 
much of it as is unexpired at the time the 
president pro tem. is chosen. This theory is 
at variance with the practice of the senate, 
and is not only inconsistent with the nature 
of the office, but with the purpose of the 
framers of the constitution in creating it. As 
Mr, Edmunds explained, the senate Was con- 
stituted upon the model of the English house 
of lords, the presiding ofticer of which is lord 
<hancelior, and who, like the president of the 
senate, is nota member of the body. When 
the lord chancellor is absent the house chooses 
a speaker pro tem; and this selection is made 
every morning during the absence of the reg- 
alar presiding officer, the same gentleman 
asualiy being chosen. Every term of the 
president pro tem means president for the 
time being, and not president for a future 
dime, and in adopting this practice the senate 
has only followed that of its proto- 
type. As a matter of convenience, the 
senate has not chosen a presiding ofticer 
each succeeding day during the absence of 
the vice-president. It never surrendered, 
however, its right to do so, but on the con- 
trary quite recently declared by a formal vote 
that the president pro tem only holds his 
office at the pleasure of the senate. On Octo- 
Aer 10 the democrats, having a numerical 
majority, can choose a presiding officer, but if, 
after the existing vacancies are regularly 
filled by the qualification of the new sena- 
tors, the republicans should have a majority, 
it would be competent for them 
to select one of their own number 
to preside for the time being, or at the pleas- 
mre of the senate. The succession of Mr. 
Arthur to the presidency, thus leaving the 
ettice of president of the senate vacant, places 
that body in the usual condition of having no 
regular or temporary presiding officer, but 
does not in any way interfere withthe pre- 
scribed methods and practice in selecting such 
otficer when called together, nor does such a 
vacancy destroy the organization of the body. 
The senate will meet on October 10, and find- 
ing itself without its regular president, will 
lnimediately choose a president pro tem, 
Which those gentlemen who have been se- 
lécted to fill the vacancies in the body will be 
reglarly qualified until a temporary~ presi- 
dent is chosen, for the reason that the law 
positively says that the presiding officer of 
the senate shall administer the oath of 
otfice to the new senators. Because the 
three gentlemen from New York and Rhode 
Island who have chosen to fill the vacancies 
‘cannot be admitted in time to participate in 
the choice of a presiding officer, it does not 
follow, as has been assumed by some persons, 
that the states they represent will be de- 
prived of any right. Those gentlemen have 
no right to perform any of the functions be- 
Jonging to a senator until they are regularly 
«qualified, and in this case their qualification 
to enter upon the discharge of their duties. 
It is absolutely prohibited until the senate 
shall first create the officer who alone can 
open the doors of the senate to them. 
The day following their. admission any- 
«ne of them may propose to vote for a 
temporary presiding officer. The theory that 
Messrs. Millerand Lapham would, under the 
«ircumstances, be deprived of their rights, 
because not permitted to vote for president 
pro tem, of the senate, is based on the mis- 
taken notion that that officer is chosen for the 
remainder of the term of the regular presi- 
dent, who vacated his seat. Until 1876 the 
tenure of office of the president pro tem. of 
ihe senate, so far as it related to the duration 
of the appointment, rested entirely on the 
practice of the senate. 

The theory that the office became vacant 
atthe meeting of ‘the senate after its first 
recess prevailed until the close of the second 
session of the tenth congress, in 1809, when it 
«eased to be followed. While this theory pre- 
vailed until that time, it was 
not accepted with unanimity. Since 
1809 the president pro tem. chosen in 
the absence of the vice-president has contin- 
med in office without re-election until the 
Vice-president appeared in the senate and 
again took the chair, or until his own absence 
or the expiration of his senatorial term of 
office made it necessary to elect another per- 
son. At the first session of the forty-fourth 
congress the question as to the tenure of the 
president pro tem, was decided by the formal 
action of the senate, so that whatever doubts 
may have existed previous to that time in re- 
gard to this question were removed by the 
senate action. The subject was brought be- 
fore the senate on December 17, 1875, by Mr. 
Edmunds, who introduced the following: 

Whereas, Since the last session of the senate the 
Vice president of the United States has deceased ; 
therefore 

Resolved, That onthe 7th day of June next at 1 
clock in the afternoon, the senate shall proceed to 
the election of a president pro tempore. 

Mr. Ferry had been elected president pro 
tem at the previous session. Mr. Edmunds, 
in explaining his purposes in offering the res- 
lution, said: “I offer this resolution in order 
that during the recess senators may look up 
precedents, and consider the inrportant ques- 
tion which ha’ been raised in the newspapers 
and otherwise in respect to the speaker of the 
house and the president of the senate in 
event of what in the course of life is a con- 
‘tingency. Although I have no doubt that 
‘the present presiding officer of the senate is 
president pro tem under the constitution, my 
own present opinion is that it is advisable, if 
» ‘there is any possible doubt about it, or a dif- 
ference in the precedents, that the senate 
should put the question absolutely at rest.’ 
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The resolv 

tee on privii and clections, of which Sen- 
ator Morton was chairman. On January 6, 
1876, the committee made a report, in which 
the tenure of the office of president pro tem- 
pore was fully discussed, and in which also 
was exhibited, in careful detail, the practice 
of the senate in the election of that officer 
from its firstsession in 1789. The report con- 
cludes with the following propositions: 
“I. That the tenure ofa president pro tem 
does notexpire at the meeting of congress 
after the first recess, the vice-president not 
having appeared to take the chair. 

“9 That the death of the vice-president 
does not haye the effect to vacate the office of 
president pro tem. 

“3. That the office of president pro tem is 
held at the pleasure of the senate.”’ 

On January 10, Mr. Morton put these prop- 
ositions in the form of resolutions, and pre- 
sented them for the action of the senate. The 
first two resolutions were unanimously agreed 
to, and two days thereatter the third resolu- 
tion, after an able debate, was adopted hy a 
vote of 34 to 15. This action of the senate 
simply confirmed the previous practice of 
the body. and established by a formal declara- 
tion that the tenure of the president pro 
tem. continues from day to day at the pleas- 
ure of the majority. The democrats, there- 
fore, as the senate now stands, have full power 
to elect a president protem. Whenever, by 
an election or by any casualty whatever, the 
republicans obtain a majority, they can dis- 
place the democratic presiding office with one 
of their own selection. But the change can 
not be made while the senate remains evenly 
divided, with no vice-president presiding to 
give a casting vote.

I can’t write you the “whistle” of it 
that continually induees my _ lips to 
pucker, but Il can remember this verse from 
one of its tuneful songs: : 

Oh, to be wafted away 
From the dark alcaduma

Is the earth of a dusty to-morrow. 

Never mind, you will hear all its charming 
nonsense, both of music and words, this win- 
ter, tor.’

T. Barnum, for remember 
he is appealing to a couple of generations that 
came up as he did, while Barnum was being 
forgotten by the generations who are dying 
away.

He 
manages them all himself. Indeed, “he’s 
‘bleedged to do it,” because if he don’t some 
of them will go into the ground. Theamount 
of money that man pays to the newspapers 
every yeur is enormous. But in his career he 
has never failed inany obligation, has kept 
out of lawsuits, has made a yreat fortune for 
himself, and with his multifarious enterprises 
is not content, but goes on and on, contem- 
plating others only to launch them.

The hich ground taken by the distinguished 
founders of this school iu respect to higher educa- 
tion and the indomitable wal and perseverance of 
its able faculty, have indicated the sympathy and 
» eo-operation of the medical profession throughout 
the south in behalf of the school, which accounts 
for its unprecedented success, Fora similar reason, 

in connection with the great advantages which 
accrue to the city from such institutions, our cill- 
gens have warmly sympathized in this enterprise 
and are proud of its success.

As such it deserves the sympathy and 
support of every good citizen, and should by all 
means be encouraged and sustained asan important 
and useful acquisition to the advantages of our city. 
The establisiment of this hospital in connection 
with the superior advantages afforded by this insti- 
tution and by the city as a locality completes all that 
is necessary to make Atlanta the great medical cen-. 
ter of the south, 

Tur Few REMAINING Days.—The few days that 
intervene before the opening of the exposition ren- 
der it necessary tc refuse applications for passes to 
Oglethorpe park to all applicants who are prompted 
to visit the place from curiosity only. Exhibitors 
have all they can do to get their displays in readi- 
ness, and lookers-on are very much in the way. 
“There has been ample time in the last two months 
for our citizens to visit the park and watch the 
work that was in progress, but now the presence of 
«<uriosity seekers in any numbers would bea serious 
inconvenience, and the edict has gone forth that 
mone but those who have 
with the exposition shall be admitted inside its gates, 
An understanding of this fact willsave many people 
aw fruitless journey to the executive offices, 

’ The prosperity that every business, manufactur- 
ing and mercantile, throughout the country is en- 
joying has compelled manufacturers to give their 
attention tothe tilling of theirorders rather than to 
the preparation of their displays. This was what 
Major Crane referred to in his admirable speech 
Thursday night when he said in substance that 
while the exposition would open on the fifth of Oc- 
tober, every department would not be completely 
ready. The major was equally right, however, 
when he said thatthe display then would bea long 
way ahead of anything that had ever been seen in 
the south, and that it would daily in- 
«rease in magnitude, Many hundreds of exhibi- 
tors did not make their entries until within ten 
edlays before the expiration of the time for receiving 
them, and since then they have been obliged to 
anake theirselections, pack and ship their goods, 
and detail their representatives to come here and 
put themin place. There will be, therefore, at the 
opening many piaces occupied with large packing 
«cases that have just arrived, others with carpenters 
andother employes putting up the decorations, that 
are to be the setting of the displays. But there will be 
in every building far more than the most industrious 
visitor can take in in a single day, and a variety and 
beauty to all that are in readiness sufficient to excite 
the admiration of every obsever. 

An ald proverb says, ‘‘There’s nothing like leath- 

er.’ Such seems to be the opinion of the belting 
manufacturers, who are numerously represented in 
the main building by large exhibits. They come 
from Philadelphia, Buffalo, Baltimore, Cincinnati, 
New York and Hartford, three of these cities being 
represented by several houses each. In connection 
with belting a number of these firms show hose for 
fire engines, and other articles of leather. There 
has been a great increase in the ntiinber of exhibits 
sof women's handiwork, which will form a part of 
the art depariment.. One of the most exquisite 
things in this line that has come to hand is 
a tatting handkerchief which is almost as fine 
asa cobweb. Itis seldom that any lace of modern 
production is seen equaling this in real meritasa 
work of art. 

There is a iudicrous feature attending the daily 
mail receipts at the office of the director general, in 
the immense numberand variety of side shows that 
are seeking ae to exhibit in Oglethorpe 
park. It really seems as ifevery monstrosity, every 
<atch-penny afiair, every tuppenny. conceit that 
men have invented for getting money out of their 
fellows without anything in return, had suddenly 
discovered in the exposition a “‘big bonanza’’ 
and had determined to share in the flow of expected 
wealth, Evidently these experienced showmen have 
made up their minds that the exposition will at- 
tract an immense number of people toit, and with 
the keen instincts of their species, they are trying to 
secure a chance for themselves to reap a portion of 
the expected havest. They wiél not be gratified, 
however, for it has been a rule from the beginning 
from which there has been no deviation, that noth- 
ing should be admitted to the grounds which was 
unworthy a placein a world’s exhibition. There 
will be quitea number of pleasant litde entertain- 
ments toamuse and interest those who have a fancy 
for such things, but the great bulk of the applicants 
have been treated to a decisive refusal.
